“After having formally protested against the 
unjustifiable conduct of the local authorities, 
which were evidently recreant to all 
their 
duties on that occasion, I reserved to the gov­ 
ernment of his majesty the right to demand 
such satisfaction a-* it might think proper, 
since the occurrence iu question constituted a 
patent violation of tile stipulations of tho 
treaty In force between our two countries 
which secures to Italian subjects residing in 
the United States the same protection that is 
enjoyed by American citizens and which has 
always been extended to tho latter in Italian 
territory.

— TU* Marquis Imp°ri.ali, Charqt 
a*Affair t. etc.—Sir: I have the honor to ac­ 
knowledge the receipt of a note of yesterday 
date from Baron Fava, who has loft the Italian 
legation in your charge. 
“I beg to express the sincere regret with 
which the government of the United States re­ 
ceives the intelligence of Baron Fava’s speedy 
departure lrnm this capital. Though he has 
more than once intimated this purpose the gov­ 
ernment of the United S ates has been un­ 
able to see adequate reasons for such a step. 
Tho 
baron’s 
s rviee 
here 
for the last 
ten years 
has been 
distinguished at all 
t.mes by the most agreeable relations with the 
executive department of this government. The 
regret a ‘ I is leaving Is enhanced when. as tho 
president believes, he has been recalled under 
a misapprehension of facts by tho government 
of Italy. 
“Tho causo of his sundering his diplomatic 
relations with this government is thus given in 
his note: 
The reparation demanded by the govern­ 
ment of the king, as I have had the honor to 
inform you In our interviews held during the 
last few days, was to consist of the following 
point?: 
“ *1. Tho official assurance by the federal 
government that the guilty parties should be 
brought to justice.' 
“ *2. The recognition in principle that an in­ 
demnity is due to the relatives of the victims.’ 
“The first demand thus stated by Baron Fava 
is slightly changed in phrase from that em­ 
ployed by bim in his many verbal requests 
based on a telegram from the Marquis Rudlnl 
which he left with me. 
The Marquis Rudlni 
declared that Italy's right to demand and ob­ 
tain punishment of the murderers and an in­ 
demnity for trio victims Is unquestionable.’ 
“It is inferred that Baron Fava’s change of 
phrase meant no change of demand. I have en­ 
deavored to impress upon him in tho several 
personal interviews with which he has honored 
mc that the government of the United States is 
utterly unable to give the assurance which the 
Marquis Rudini lias demanded. Even if the na­ 
tional government had the entire Jurisdiction 
over the alleged murders it could not give as­ 
surance to any foreign power that they should 
be punished. 
‘ The president is unable to see how any gov­ 
ernment could justly give an assurance of this 
character in advance of a trial and a verdict of 
‘guilty.’ In the constitution of the United 
States it is declared that In all criminal prose­ 
cutions tho accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury of 
the state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed.’ 
“It needs no argument to prove that a Jury 
could not be impartial if it were in any sense or

the under secretary for foreign affairs, 
big. d’Arco.

regret at the fact th at the Italian gov­ 
ernm ent

Mr. Porter also prom­

Incidentally Mr. Porter also suggested 
th a t the Italian governm ent should 
w ait before taking further action, in 
the hope th a t a satisfactory answ er 
m ight be received from W ashington. 
Before Mr. Porter left Sig. d’Arco’s 
office the latter said: “ Suppose a dozen 
American citizens were m urdered in an 
Italian city and we pleadod impotence 
to punish the m urderers because the 
city in which the m urders occurred en­ 
joyed an autonomous form of govern­ 
m ent? W hat opinion would you in the 
United States and w hat opinion would 
the civilized world at largo have in re­ 
gard to our plea?” 
Mr. Porter thereupon tried to make 
clear to Sig. d’Arco tho relations of the 
federal governm ent to tho individual 
states, as fixed by the constitution.
